Fabian Society’s record as an investigator. of 
industrial, social, and economic fact—and that 
“everybody ” includes a great many people who 
are not by any means in sympathy with Fabian 
political views—will welcome the announcement 
that a Joint Committee cf the Fabian Research 
Department and the Fatian Women’s Group is 
undertaking an inquiry into the new position of 
women in industry. “ Women in industry ” is 
a phrase which has, unfortunately enough, a 
rather academic ring about it. It has formed/ 
the subject of so many debates and reports and 
solemn theories: it has stood at the head of so 
many newspaper articles and correspondences ; 
it has been so often associated with blue-books 
and “returns,” with local disputes, with pre- 
judices and misgivings and recriminations, that 
the man and woman in the street may be 
pardoned for regarding it with a certain amount 
of suspicion. Women in industry constitute a 
“problem,” and the public interest in them is 
therefore problematic. What is wanted is a 
translation of figures and deductions into a 
realisation of the human fact. A woman, 
whether she is in industry or out of it, is first 
a human being, and only secondly an element 
in an industrial or social calculation. The bare 
tabular statement of her wages and expenditure 
means so much actual effort and suffering and 
‘self-denial. Women in industry are women in 
joy or sorrow, in hope or in despair: growing 
girls on whose health to-day depends the power 
for good of the Empire thirty years hence: 
mothers with babies to save or sacrifice. Hours 
and conditions of wcrk must be understood in 
terms of individual well-being or sickness. 
Thousands of quiet heroisms, of unlamented 
pangs, of faithful and unselfish services, go to 
the making of every part of ‘this “ problem. ” It 
follows that, though most people have no time 
to examine trade journals and blue-books and 
so forth for themselves, all of us ought to have 
a general working knowledge of where women 
stand in industry: what they do, what they 
suffer, and what they need. 3 

It will not improbably suggest iteelf to a 
good many of our readers that the suggested 
‘research should not be left for any special society 
todo. The facts could be accumulated far more 
easily by the Board of Trade than: by any 
private inquiry. The necessary principles and 


safeguards could be enumerated with greater | ‘ 


force by a Government office than by any 
private body. Above all, national confidence 
could be increased to an unexampled degree by

There are about 70 women in the 
Transport Section, and they are on duty in 
shifts night and day, weekdays and Sundays, 
‘transporting Government. supplies and taking 
round Government inspectors and officers, when 


they are not actually transporting wounded or 


doing emergency work. 
At the Zeppelin Raid 


« The biggest single piece of work they have 


done was on the night of the last air-raid in 
“‘ the London district,’’ when a large contin- 
gent of the Transport Section were spending 
the evening together, after a long route march, 

at a place between five and six miles from where 
the nearest bombs fell. Captain Kilroy Ken- 
yon, the adjutant, in describing it, said :— 

‘* We were all laughing and talking together, 
when suddenly we heard guns and bombs in 
the distance; it was a tremendous test of the 
efficacy of the drilling and discipline of the last 
two months, for none of the girls had really 


been tested in an emergency before. They all 
behaved absolutely magnificently. from begin- 
ning to end. In a second they were all in 


their places at attention waiting for orders. 


The orders were given, and in less than a 
“minute we were in the ambulance and off. The 
driver, Captain Linton-Orman, was a marvel 
She drove us from the door of our friend’s 
house to the first fire in twelve minutes in pitch 


‘darkness (for every light was turned out). We 
_ blew pur whistles the whole way, and every- 


thing must have cleared before us, though we 


couldn't see it. When we arrived the police 
couldn’t believe their eyes, and kept asking us 


how on earth we had got there in the time.” 
‘Captain Kenyon went on to say how at the first 
place they reached no one had been found killed 


or injured, so they were asked to go on some- 
~ where else where mdére damage was done. At 
both places they were the first ambulance to 


arrive on the scenes; and at the second spot, 


| where several were killed and injured, the police 


were overjoyed to see them, and they..immedi- | 


ately'took command of the situation and carried 
the dead and wounded to the nearest hospital, 
and undoubtedly saved more than one life by 
their wonderful premptness. It was not until 
they weré preparing to go away. that another 
ambulance arrived on the scenes, and was 
greeted by “The ladies have done this job! ” 
from the police. 

At the third place they visited there was also 
work for them’ to do, for although no one had 


been killed or seriously. injured by, -bombs, 


several men were overcome by smoke and had to 
be given first aid and then removed to a hospital, 


thing was a most splendid piece of work, and 
the police were the first to realise it ; they were 
full of admiration for the W.R. A. and con- 
gratulated the women many times on their 
promptness and efficiency. All the night there 
was never a word about keeping women out of 
danger or anything of the sort; their khaki 
uniform passed them through everywhere with- 
out question, and the police worked with them 
as comrades right through. 
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S—Doing ti the ‘Work of Men 

Since. that fateful Welsman there. has been 
a special Zeppelin night ambulance . patrol 
always on duty, and once or twice when, owing 
to a false alarm, the police have rung them up, 
they have been amazed to find that they arrived 
on the spot in five minutes, while no ‘other 
we turned up for three-quarters-of-an- 

our. 

‘The W.R.A. is run entirely on military lines 
under the command of Colonel] Linton-Orman, 
assisted by the Hen. Colonel, Miss Willis Swan, 
Major Beatie, who is in charge of the shifts and 
sees that everyone is at her work at the right 
time, Captain Kilroy Kenyon, the adjutant, and 
Captain Linton-Orman. There is a battalion of 
the W.R.A. at Bournemouth, and the organisers 
hope very soon to have battalions at several 
other places where they are sorely needed. They 
want recruits badly, for they cannot at present 
touch much of the work they are asked to do. 

The W.R.A. is much to be congratulated on 
the way it has proved that women can do 
ambulance and transport work of every kind at 
least as well as men.

SUFFRAGE ABROAD 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN HOLLAND 
(From our Special Correspondent) 


On September 21 the Dutch Parliament was re- 
opened by the Queen, and in her speech it was an- 
nounced that, since the risk of Holland’s being in- 
volved in the war was not increasing, it was quite 
justifiable to begin legislative work again ; and, fore- 
most of this, was the revision of the Constitution. 
The Cabinet, when it came into power after the 
elections of 1913, as a result of balancing parties, an- 
nounced itself as being of no particular party, but 
as willing to carry out ‘‘ the will of the people.” So 
it became essential for Suffragists in Holland to pro- 
duce proof that the people’s will is the Enfranchise- 
ment of Women. This proof was furnished in a very 
satisfactory form by a national petition for the 

olitical equality of men and women, for which the 
Daten Woman Suffrage Association began collectin 
signatures in February; 1914. When the outbrea 
of war, with its anxiety and unsettiing of every- 
thing, put an end to the collection of signatures, we 
had collected nearly 165,000 names of men and 
women ; that is, more than half the number of signa- 
tures obtained in 1912 for the great social democratic 
petition for adult Suffrage, after a year’s work. 
time now seeming ripe to present our harvest of 
four months’ work to the Prime Minister, at a mo- 
ment when he is about to undertake the revision of 
the Constitution, a deputation, consisting of the 
executive and 125 representatives of each of the 
local societies of ote .8.A., was received by the 
Premier, Mr. Cort van der Linden, on September 25, 
at- the Home Office, in The Hague. 

Women's Petition Presented 

In the absence of the President, who has gone to 
America on business for the Women’s Central Com- 
mittee on Lasting Peace, the Vice-President, Mrs. 
van Bahn-Klaar, explained the meaning of the peti- 


tion. The Premier answered courteously, stating 


that he could not unfold the Government’s inten- |. 


tions before the date of publishing them had arrived. 


Then the Second Vice-President urged him, alleging | 


the earnest work of the women, their great éx- 
pectations, and their trust in the Government, to 
give at least some indication what the fate of an 
amendment in favour of the women would be, if the 
Cabinet proposed manhood Suffrage at once, and the 
deletion of the word male, in order to make it pos- 
“ that some day women might obtain the fran- 
chise. 

Mr. Cort van der Linden answered that he fully 
understeod the position of his petitioners, and that | 
possibly the discussion of the matter in the States- 
General Rpg show that the wishes of the.women 
would be complied with in a not unappreciable 
measure. We may presume that this means that 
the discussion in the Chamber will further our end 
better than the Government Bill itself as introduced, 
and that eventual amendments, if offered judic’ ously 


‘and defended: skilfully, stand a chance of being 


accepted by the Government. We shall see. We 
are now ey looking forward to the eee of 


the Bill by the Cabinet, which is soon to take place. 
Certainly, we Suffragists must lose no opportunity 
of showing that Adult Suffrage is really the will of 
the people in the Netherlands.

Misses. Aickin were sentenced to pay a fine 
of 50s., which they refused to-do. The alternative 
was a sentence of one month’s imprisonment 
(iHeval: under. the National Régistration Act), and 
they were given a week to reconsider the matter. 

_No comments are really needed on such @ situa- 
tion. It is amusing; however,.to note that during 
the prosecution ‘of a man. at Chester and.a woman 
at. Stratford-on-Avon it was stated by. the prose- 
cution in each case that only two people in the 
whole country had’ refused to comply with the 
register regulations.

A: CLERGYMAN’S PROTEST 
We do not propose to comment our- 
selves on the light sentence passed on 
the man of 52 whose. conviction is re- 
corded. the first case given above 
in eur table of ‘punishments, because, 
in'a letter to the Hereford Times (Octo- 
ber 9), the Rev. G. Herbert Davis, of 
Hereford Cathedral, has done it for us. 
We give his letter as it stands :— 
“‘ To the Editor of.the Hereford Times. 
“§ir,—The assault’ case tried last 
week at Quarter Sessions adds yet 
another to the long list of proofs that 
“women should have a part in both the 
making and administration of our 
laws. Here was a girl who had only 
narrowly escaped being the victim of 
.@® man’s lust made to face a court 
.-. crowded with males to prove that she 
was not a consenting party, 

“Imagine a child just turned 13 
being supposed capable of ‘ consenting ’ 
to the practices of a man of fifty. And 
it is quite probable that if the jury 
were not for the most part married 
“men the defendant would have been 
acquitted on this point alone; in which 
case he would now be free, as he has 
been since July, -when first committed, 
to carry on his disgusting behaviour 
with other unsuspecting children. I 
invite all those who have the care of 
little.girls to think of that. 


‘Women’s Protests Justifiable 


“And I say also that so long as we 
men and parents are so slack and 
cowardly as to allow these unfair sex 
laws to remain-unamended, the women 
who do feel and think are justified in 
taking any remedies into their hands, 


them the necessary power to alter 
them. | 
“There are, I know, many -well-in- 
tentioned ‘people of each sex who do 
not’ concern ‘themselves over these 
cases because of their revolting cha- 
racter. With all deference I submit 
that they are mistaken. ‘We -surely. 
must not allow the unpleasant nature 
of a case like this one to blind us ‘to 
duty and to justice. Now there has 
been for long a sort of custom among 
magistrates and judges to ‘treat 
criminal .and indecent assault with 
leniency, ‘especially where a defence of 
good character in other respects can 
‘be put up. I have in my possession 
files of cases showing this. In one in- 
stance the offence was committed on 


the’ magistrate, after saying that the.

“What ‘can be the motive of this?

But then how is it 
that it does not equally apply in the 
case of a thief or destroyer of pro- 
perty? The only solution must be 
that property is of more account than 
person : the violation of the pure body 
of a child weighs less than the value 
of a hayrick. 

“At the York Assizes recently a 
temporary postman, ¢harged with 
stealing a packet containing 3s. 8d., 
four stamps, and a silk handkerchief, 
pleaded that he had a wife in Leeds 
Infirmary and three children under 
five years old, and they were penniless. 
Sentence: Twelve months’ hard labour. 

“To deal effectively with such cases 
as this of the man Worthing, our penal 
system must be so changed that that 
type of offender is locked up as a 
criminal lunatic of immense danger to 
the public.- Until some such reform 
is made, and I urge that it is impera- 
tively needed in face of these fast-in- 
creasing outrages on children, we bave 
the right to expect that upon convic- 
tion the full and not the least penaity 
should be dealt out. Seeing that the 
full legal punishment for indecent 
assault is two years’ hard labour, why, 
I ask, is the man convicted in this 
case let. off with six months?—Yours,
